‘The Granite Cityan said he 
respects Haine and will confer again 
today with Highway Supt. David 
Dietzel to review the fund outlook.

A Madison County judge has ruled 
that Granite City’s Zoning Or- 
dinance restricting commercial 
businesses is invalid for one piece of 
property on Johnson Road. 

The city council has voted to ap- 
peal the court decision. 


ASSOCIATE JUDGE Clayton R. 
Williams has ruled that the property 
at 2133 Johnson Road may be used 
for any commercial purpose the 
owners decides. The property is 
restricted to residential use, ac- 
cording to the city’s two-year-old 
zoning law. 


The judge’s decision came as a 
result of a complaint filed by the 
owners, Mr. and Mrs. John F. Jones. 
The Joneses had been unsuccessful 
when they sought a zoning change on 
the property in October 1981, shortly 
after the city approved the new zon- 
ing law. 

Earlier this year, the Joneses 
again appealed to the city for a zon- 
ing change to operate their tele- 


Woman is 


Bart Bell, 25-year-old resident of 
903 Bissell Ave., Madison, was stab- 
bed to death at 9:20 p.m. Wednes- 
day. The stabbing occured at in the 
Viola Jones Homes at the apartment 
of a 22-year-old woman friend of Mr. 
Bell’s. She has been jailed pending 
an investigation. 

Venice police were called to the 
scene on a report of two subjects 
fighting. Upon entering the apart- 
ment, the reporting officer observed 
Mr. Bell’s friend bending over him. 
He was lying on his back in the living 
room. She was holding a gold col- 
ored towel over his upper chest. 

Police observed what appeared to 
be a stab wound. Upon closer obser-

Samuel J. “Sam’ Dymas, 38, 
president of the Madison Board of 
Education and recreation director 
for the city of Madison, died early

this morning, Nov. 28, 1983, in Mex- 
ico, where he was undergoing 
Laetril treatment for cancer. 

He was a lifelong resident of 
Madison and was re-elected to a 
four-year term on the Madison Com- 
munity School District 12 in the Nov. 
8 election. He just completed his se- 
cond three-year term, having served 
since April 1977. Mr. Dymas was re- 
elected to his fourth one-year term 
as president of the Madison Board of 
Education at its re-organizational 
meeting the week following the elec- 
tion. 

Mr. Dymas attended Harris and 
Louis Baer Schools, graduated in 
1963 from Madison High School and 
mater attended Illinois State Univer-' 
sity. 

He played football, baseball and 
basketball at MHS and continued his 
interest in sports as an official, 
player and coach. 

Mr. Dymas was a member of St. 
Mary’s Catholic Church, Madison 
Lions Club and the adult committee 
of Explorer Post 10-4. He was a cer- 
tified Mlinois High School Associa- 
tion basketball official. 

After his appointment as recrea- 
tion director in May 1977 by Madison

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Partney was one of the reasons 
why Robert Maxwell led all can- 
didates in April 1980. They argued 
publicly at the final board meeting 
before the November 1983: election, 
in which Maxwell finished within 24 
votes of last among six four-year 
candidates. 

Cliches abound when one_ is 
discussing politics, but often they 
are appropriate. Partney 
understands, for example, that “if 
you live by the sword, you can die by 
the sword’’; if you enter the arena 
and wound others, they tend to 
wound back. 

ANOTHER TRUISM is that you 
sometimes can and should retire 
from the field of battle in order to 


- regain strength, fight again and, 


perhaps, emerge triumphant. 

His initial try for the board in 1978 
failed; his more recent efforts to 
change the school district’s direction 
also had failed, until three board 
members lost their re-election bids 
this month. 

Harmony prevailed this month 
Partney advanced to the presidency 
in unanimous voting. 

New members felt that an ex- 
perienced member should lead the 
board, and also felt that voters had 
signaled their desire for another 
familiar phrase: ‘‘It’s time for a 
change.” 

WHAT CHANGES are to be made 
zre not yet known.

The board at its 
reorganization meeting retained 
him for 30 days, during which a deci- 
sion is to be made for the remainder 
of the 1983-84 year. 

President Partney was openly 
critical during the campaign of 
‘Assistant Superintendent Frank 
Kraus, Employee Relations Ad- 
ministrator Harold Hillmer and 
Niedringhaus School Principal 
Harry Briggs Jr. He felt they were 
“wearing their hearts on their 
sleeves’’ a bit too obviously in the 
board campaign. 

He is known to think the employee 
relations and personnel jobs could 
be merged, that an assistant 
superintendent may not be 
necessary, and that it might be best 
to hire a new superintendent from 
outside the local area when B.J. 
Davis is no longer the administrator. 

Kraus and Hillmer plan to retire in 
19 months. But the new president, 
fiercely loyal to friends, plays only 
one kind of political game — “‘hard- 
ball.” The upcoming months could 
be an awkward period for those 
visualized as enemies. 


A TEMPERING influence is that 


* some on the board want to ‘‘see for 


themselves.” They favor seven- 
member rule, not one-member, and 
do not want their individual votes to 
be taken for granted. 

Nevertheless, they saw a big out- 
pouring of citizens’ votes — a tide 
that they interpreted as not only sup- 
port for their candidacies but also a 


resounding call for new approaches. 


So, more than one person feels 
obligated to make changes. 

Six of the 18 schools were closed 
this summer, nearly 200 jobs were 
eliminated, the district’s multi-mil- 
lion-dollar debt increased, 
employees’ pay was frozen, and a lot 
of taxpayers and parents became 
displeased. 

REGARDLESS of who was ‘‘at 
fault” for all of this, the public show- 
ed a preference for ‘‘new faces’’ to 
cope with old problems. 

The probable result: District Nine 
by the mid-19808 will be far different 
than it is today. Of course, this in 
some ways: was inevitable, 
regardless of who was elected to the 
board: 

Large numbers of personnel in all 
types of school jobs have scheduled 
retirements in the next one, two and 
three years to ease overstaffing and 
to take advantage of retirement 
benefits offered by the schools. 
These inducements include 
severance pay that improves pen- 
sion prospects, and certain health 
provisions that extend beyond 
retirement. 

With so many retiring, there can- 
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not help but be a new look to the 
school district. 

Partney, an officer of Granite 
Sheet Metal Works, expects to 
devote much time to school matters. 

HE PLANS DIRECT participation 
in spring 1984 contract talks with the 
certificated staff’s negotiators and 
will be District Nine’s delegate to 
the Illinois Large District Council 

He will be the alternate member 
on the board’s policy committee, the 
board’s budget and finance commit- 
tee, and the Quad-City special 
education board. 

In addition to his work at Granite 
Sheet Metal, a major contractor and 
subcontractor, Partney. also is the 
proprietor along with his wife of 
Strawberry Hill, an ice cream 
parlor. They reside at 2273 Shirlene 
Drive, Nameoki Township, with 
their children, Douglas, David and 
Denise. 

BORN HERE and a lifelong local 
resident, he is one of the sons of the 
late Mayor Donald Partney, Granite 
City’s chief executive from 1965 to 
1973. 

David's older brother, Donald Jr., 
heads the family-owned company 
and once ran for the City Council. 
His younger brother, Daniel, 
formerly served on the Madison 
County Board and waged strong 
campaigns for Granite City mayor 
in 1977 and 1981. 

Graduating from Granite City 
High’ School, David Partney ma- 
jored in business administration at 
Southern Illinois University. 


NO STRANGER to public ac- 
tivities and leadership duties, he has 
served as president of both the Tri- 
Cities Area Red Cross Chapter and 
the Granite City Jaycees. 

Active in Masonic Lodge 877, 
Ainad Shrine, Tri-City Shrine Club, 
Scottish Rite Bodies of Southern Il- 
linois and the Low Twelve Club, he 
also has been a member of Granite 
City Moose Lodge 272 and 
Teamsters Local 525. 

He has served as the construction 
division chairman in past Tri-Cities 
Area United Way fund drives. 

Partney was vice-president of the 
Granite City Crippled Children’s 
Association, a life member of the 
Order of DeMolay, and a board 
member of the Southern Illinois In- 
dustrial Association and the Tri- 
Cities Area Chamber of Commerce. 

HE WAS CHAIRMAN of the 
Jaycee rodeo, a Granite City home- 
coming festival and the Chamber’s 
sewer and drainage committee, 
which was active in securing rights- 
of-way for sanitary sewers in 
Nameoki Township and other unin- 
corporated areas. 

His memberships have included 
the Granite City Rotary Club, Socie- 
ty of Iron and Steel Engineers, 
Hospice of Madison County, Niedr- 
inghaus and Maryville school PTA 
units, Sheet Metal Local 268 Appren- 
ticeship Committee and the Granite 
City Humane Board. 

He has been a member of the Tri- 
County Sheet Metal Contractors 
Association, St. John United Church 
of Christ, American Legion Post 113 
and Amvets Post 204. 

THE U.S. ARMY veteran also is a 
veteran of local municipal ‘‘wars,”” 
coordinating much of the staff work 
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for both successful and unsuccessful 
citywide campaigns. 

Since joining the Board of Educa- 
tion, Partney ran unsuccessfully in 
1981 for the position of Nameoki 
‘Township assessor and in 1982 for 
the District 23 post on the County 
Board. He was a candidate for state 
representative nominations in 1970 
and 1974. 

A fiscal watchdog on the school 
board, Partney during his first term 
often cast a dissenting vote on bill 
lists and treasurer reports. He fre- 
quently would say that “fat can be 
trimmed without hurting the educa- 
tional process.”’ 

He, for some time, has advocated 
a smaller administrative staff. He 
feels strongly that the board should 
not have rescinded its 10 percent pay 
reduction for administrators this 
year. 

AS A NEW board member, Part- 
ney watched utility bill lists for what 
he considered excessive expendi- 
tures. He often voted ‘‘no’’ on 
authorizing board members and ad- 
ministrators to attend out-of-town 
seminars and conferences. 
However, he sometimes opposed ac- 
cepting low bids on milk purchases. 

The board president favors “‘runn- 
ing the schools like a business.’’ In 
the latest campaign, he voiced con- 
cern that present trends could ex- 
haust available funds and bring 
school services to a halt, possibly by 
next March. 

When offices were being remodel- 
ed several years ago in a building 
adjacent to the board office struc- 
ture, without a public announcement 
having been made about the project, 
he entered — accompanied by. a 
Press-Record photographer — and 
revealed what had been occurring. 
As usual, he wondered out loud 
whether tax dollars were being 
spent without adequate justification. 

Partney has encouraged public at- 
tendance at board meetings and at 
one time sought to have the 
meetings rotated among various 
school buildings. 

HE SPOKE OUT against a 
meeting held this fall at which some 
of the board candidates made plans 
for raising campaign funds, but he 
has not hesitated to make substan- 
tial election expenditures for 
himself and others, 

Asserting that three or four board 
members had been present along 
with three school administrators, 
two aldermen and a few others at the 
fund planning session, he asked that 
the county investigate and deter- 


mine whether the Illinois Open 
Meetings Act had been violated. 

Nothing has come of that request, 
which was handled for him by At- 
torney Leon Scroggins,. but the 
episode served to launch what prov- 
ed to be an effective campaign along 
classic lines — throw the “ins’”’ (ex- 
cept himself) out of office and, while 
doing that, how about throwing some 
of the ‘‘outs” in? 

Scroggins later served as a 
challenger at the polls for some of 
the winning board candidates. 
Scroggins is a former city attorney 
and former Madison County state’s 
attorney. 

PARTNEY VOICED critical 
remarks during the campaign about 
a board member who at present has 
no children attending Granite City 
schools. Partney did not mention 
that two of the candidates he favored 
also had no children attending local 
schools. 

The press. expected a last-minute 
political accusation from Partney 
just before the election. It came in 
the form of a challenge of campaign 
contributions, and the opposition 
had its answer, and documentation, 
ready. 

If some of these points appear to 
be contradictory, it may be that they 
only reflect the complexities of life 
in 1983 and the many facets- of 
political campaigning, in which 
favorable points are dramatized and 
less favorable issues are 
underplayed. 

If knowledge is power, Partney 
may have become one of the most 
powerful persons in this communi- 
ty; his knowledge includes political 
contacts, promotional techniques 
and overall strategy. He reacts 
almost instinctively, in defining and 
making use of issues. 

ALTHOUGH there is general. 
recognition that he is well-versed in’ 
campaign intricacies, what is not 
known is the ultimate impact of his. 
know-how — how it will be utilized,” 

Winning. sometimes’ tests people 
as much as does adversity, and 
David Partney is ready for the new 
challenges and opportunities facing: 
him. 

He has experienced both good and 
bad times, wins and losses, and 
hopes to cap his rise to the current 
position of authority with construc- 
tive action. 

If enough péople believe in him, 
friends are convinced, a new'era of 
progress may be on the horizon for: 
Granite City schools,

The Illinois Department of Public

federal system. 

With headquarters in Washington, 
D.C., the association has more than 
2,000 member counties representing 
42,000 elected and appointed county 
officials.

The state plan says, “The ac- 
celerated pace of hospital costs, ex- 
pansions, competition for 
duplicative technology and current 
thinking and events regarding 
health planning at the federal, state 
and local levels bring into focus the 
need for a planning agency in the 
region being considered." 

The U.S. provides 21 cents yearly 
for each person living within a 
health agency’s boundaries, totaling 
perhaps $100,000 annually in this 
region. 

David Porto, an administrator at 
St. Anthony’s Hospital, Alton, said, 
“We need more than four counties to 
establish a good planning basis. 

“I'm not in favor of including any 
specific counties, but an agency 
needs enough resources to ac- 
complish its tasks.””

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Once again, Granite City officials have gone 
against the intent of the state law which allowed 
control of right turns on red traffic signals only in 
particularly hazardous areas, such as six-way in- 
tersections. 

In a divided 10-3 vote, the aldermen have approv- 

‘ ed an ordinance to prohibit motorist traveling east 
on Fehling Road from turning south on Nameoki 
fioad while the traffic signal at the intersecton is on 
red. 

‘Again, aldermen suspended council rules to give 


"final approval to the traffic law, thus eliminating 


any chance for gublic comment prior to passage of 
the ban. 

Already, right turns on red are prohibited by 
vehicles southbound on Nameoki Road and turning 
onto Johnson Road, which seems senseless, since 
there is no traffic on that eastbound part cf Johnson 
Road during two of the four cycles of the traffic 
signal. 

«Next banned will be right turns on red from south- 
bound Nameoki onto Fehling Road. It’s just a mat- 
ter of time. 5 

We recall that when the state first allowed right 
turns on red, a strongly-worded letter was sent to all

city councils stressing that the state did not want 
municipalities thwarting the law with exceptions, 
unless there were strong overriding hazards at 
some intersections, such as six-way and odd-angle 
intersections. 


We agree that the Nameoki-Johnson-Fehling in- 
tersection is very dangerous, but, in our experience, 
most accidents there have been caused by motorists 
ignoring the yellow and red lights and proceeding 
into the intersection after the green has faded, fre- 
quently as much as eight to 10 seconds late. 


We have witnessed numerous such accidents, but 
none caused by prudent use of the right turn on red 
there. It is not that none have occured, but we just 
do not see it as extremely dangerous. 

At least the public should have been given a 
chance to respond before final passage of the or- 
dinance. Such roadblocks to traffic, we believe, 
should be placed on first reading and the public 
given a week or so to react before final passage. 

The same should be true of stop signs. It’s our 
gasoline, our brake linings and our time the city are 
wasting with needless traffic controls. We just want 
achance to react before it is too late.

Negligence is a legal term which can be defined 
as exposing another to an unreasonable risk of 
harm. A negligent person is one who acts carelessly 

* or recklessly rather than intentially. Generally 
speaking, if a person acts negligently and causes 
harm to another, he will be responsible for the 
damages suffered by the injured person 

Let’s take the example of an automobile accident. 
Assume that two cars, which we will refer to as car 

: A and car B, are driving in opposite directions. As 
they approach each other, car B swerves across the 
center line and hits car A head-on. Further assume 

> in this case that Car A is driving carefully and obey- 

ing all traffic laws. 

-  Inthis example, the driver of car B will be respon- 
sible for all damages sustained by the driver of car 

: A. These may include property damage if car A 

* needs to be repaired as well as damages for per- 
sonal injuries incurred by the driver of car A. To 
determine the dollar value of the personal injury 

» ¢laim of the injured driver, insurance adjusters and 

{ juries look at the persons’ medical bills, lost wages, 

> the amount of pain and suffering, and the degree of 


= permanent injury or disability. 


Illinois recently became a comparative 
* negligence state. This simply means that the in- 
: jured person's damages are reduced by the percen- 
* tage of fault attributable to him. Let's once again 
* take the previous example where car B swerves 
* across the center line. However, let us change the 
~ 4a¢ts somewhat and assume that the driver of car A 
was also negligent in that he failed to turn on his 
peadlights at night. In this case, probably both par- 
ties are partially at fault for the resulting accident.

The jury in this case would have to determine the 
amount of damages sustaind by the driver of car A 
as well as the percentage of fault attributable to 
each driver. If A sustains $10,000 worth of damages 
and the jury determines that A was 25 percent at 
fault and B was 75 percent at fault, A cannot recover 
the entire $10,000 sum. In this case, he would only be 
given a judgment for 75 percent of his damages, or 
$7,500 

Illinois was formerly a contributory negligence 
state, which meant that an injured person was bar- 
red from recovering damages if he was guilty of any 
negligence whatsoever. This in our preceding ex- 
ample where A was 25 percent at fault and B was 75 
percent at fault, A could recover nothing for the 
damages he sustained in a contributory negligence 
state. This doctrine was criticized for its harsh 
results, and this type of result eventually brought 
about a transition in Illinois to comparative 
negligence.

Many facets 
of vocational 
study in GC 


Granite City schools always have 
been known for their comprehensive 
vocational program but the diversi- 
ty of career courses i8 even greater 
than many citizens realize, 
members of the Citizens Advisory 
Council for Education say. 

One of a series of speakers at 1983- 
84 CAC meetings, Thomas C. 
Holloway, is the director of voca- 
tional and career education in 
School District Nine. 

He related that ‘‘vocational educa- 
tion has changed drastically in the 
last 20 years. 

“Many people feel that vocational 
education involves working in a shop 
building on a project, but today it is 
much more than that. 

“We have programs that range 
from medical transcriptionists to 
machinists, from secretaries to 
cable teleyision technicians 

“Some of our high school pro- 
grams end with licenses from the 
State of Ilinois,’’ Holloway noted. 

Categories of instruction include 
cosmetology, health occupations, 
radio-TV production and broad- 
casting technology, industrial 
trades, home economics, business 
education and cooperative educa- 
tion. 

The latter includes such work as 
secretarial, clerical, typing, book- 
keeping, accounting, retailing, fast 
food, restaurant, catering, child 
care, custodial, health and in- 
dustrial. 

Among Granite City’s industrial 
courses are automotive, drafting, 
electricity, electronics, machine 
metals, machine shop, sheet metal, 
heating, air-conditioning, woods, 
building trades, metals, welding, 
graphic arts and principles of 
mechanics. 

Health study includes medical oc- 
cupations and terminology, hospital 
housekeeping, unit clerical, medical 
transcription and nurse assistant 
programs 

The spectrum of business classes 
includes various skill levels in typ- 
ing, record keeping, stenography, 
business law, computer principles, 
business retailing, clerical training, 
secretarial training and distributive 
education (mathematics, typing, 
bookkeeping, computers and law). 

Among the aspects of home 
economics are child development 
and care, clothing construction, 
fashion merchandising, housing and 
decorating, home furnishing, home 
merchandising, basic food and nutri- 
tion, food technology, food service, 
personal and family living, con- 
sumer instruction and home 
management.

Congress approves amendment 
to keep small cities on UDAG list. 


Congress recently approved the 
Housing and Community Develop- 
ment Act of 1984, which included an 
amendment introduced by Senator 
Charles H. Percy, that will prevent 
Illinois communities with high un- 
employment from being dropped 
from the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development's (HUD) list of 
small cities eligible for Urban 
Development Action Grants 
(UDAGs). Because MUD recently 
updated its eligibility list with 1980 
census data, 239 Illinois cities faced 
permanent loss of eligibility for the 
UDAG program. 

“It's tremendous that Congre: 
has decided to keep Mlinois citi 
with high unemployment on HUD’s 
small cities UDAG eligibility list.” 
Percy said. ‘This will give them 


opportunity to compete for these 
funds which are designed to spur 
economic development. It costs no 
more to keep them eligible and may 
even add to the competitive nature 
of the program.” 

.Percy’s amendment to the Hous- 
ing and Community Development 
Act, which the president is expected 
to sign into law, will require HUD to 
take unemployment into account in 
determining eligible cities for 
UDAGs. Currently, HUD factors in 
the following: age of housing, pover- 
ty, population, economic growth and 
per capita income. According to 
HUD, if unemployment statistics 
stay the same, at least half of the 239 
cities will remain on the small cities 
UDAG eligibility list.

Assembly acts to 
solve prison crowding

The 1983 sion of the General 
Assembly adjourned until next Jan. 
11. But before calling it quils for the 
year, House and Senate members 
approved bills which create a 
statewide probation system and pro- 
vide room for an additional 6 
new prisoners in our state correc- 
tional facilities.

e we dealt with during the fall 

veto session 

House Bill 2317, which is now on 
the governor's desk. allows the 
Supreme Court to Expand existing 
probation programs and create new 
programs for those areas currently 
not providing probation supervision. 

The Administrative Office of the 
Iinois Courts (AOIC) will act on 
behalf of the Mlinois Supreme Court 
to establish a Division of Probation 
Services to provide subsidies which 
will allow for intensive supervision 
for both adults and juveniles. : 

The expansion of services will 
make it necessary for counties 
around the state to hire additional 
probation officers, and the AOIC will 
pay 100 percent of the costs of those 
new employees E 

In addition, the state will increase 
the amount reimbursed to counties 
for existing probation officers by 
$100 per month. This means that the 
state will now pay the first $500 mon- 
thly for those employees 

The chief circuit judge for each 
circuit will be responsible for mak- 
ing sure that AOIC programs are 
carried out locally

and county treasurers will be 
required to send monthly reports to 
the AOIC, specifying how much the 
county is eligible to recover under 
Supreme Court guidelines. 

According to HB 217, costs must be 
reimbursed on those counties mon- 
thly. 

The statewide probation legisla- 
tion will also allow prgbation of- 
ficers, along with sheriffs and police 
officers, to arrest probationers 
anywhere in the state. : 

The House and Senate also ap- 
proved legislation which should pro- 
vide the department of Corrections 
with sufficient prison bed space 
through 1986. 

Measures now on the governor's 
desk allow the state to issue $40 
million in bonds to cover the costs of 
building new prisons and additional 
cell space at three others.

Under this legislation, two new 
modular prisons will be built, one in 
Lincoln and one in Jacksonville. 

Each modular facility will house 
500 prisoners. 

Present construction at Danville 
and Vienna will also be expanded to 
allow 168 more prisoners at each of 
those facilities. The Department of 
Corrections Women's Facility at 
Dwight will be expanded to ac- 
commodate 100 more beds. 

Legislators also passed a law 
allowing ‘‘double-ceiling.”” This 
change will allow for 200 more beds 
to be added at prisons in Hillsboro 
and Centralia. 

These changes, along with funds to 
expand work camps, should give Il- 
linois an additional 2,736 Prison beds 
by early,1986

I’m, pleased that those cities with 
high unemployment, and need help 
the most, will be eligible. for 
UDAGs,” Percy said. ‘‘Congres- 
sional action has confirmed the pur- 
pose of the UDAG program.” 

In June 1983, Perey wrote HUD 
secretary Samuel Pierce, asking 
that HUD regulate.a change with un- 
employment. Secretary Pierce com- 
plied with Percy’s request, however, 
the regulatory change was blocked 
in October by the Office of Manage- 
ment and Budget. Therefore, Percy 
pressed for the legislative change 
that Congress subsequently approv- 
ed. - : 

HUD awards UDAGs to cities in 
economic distress on a competitive 
basis to be used to create jobs by en- 
couraging industries to expand or 
come to town. Cities receiving 
UDAGs lend their money to in- 
dustries which then invest in job- 
creating projects and repay the city 
with interest. The city can then lend 
the money to other industries for ad- 
ditional job-creating projects. 

Percy pointed out tha UDAGs 
have been “extremely effective” in 
Illinois. UDAGs have stimulated 
nearly $1 billion in pew private 
investment and created 22,000 per- 
manent jobs since 1978, according to 
Percy.

State minimum wage will 
increase on Jan. 1, 1984

Under new Illinois law, the state’s 
minimum wage increases from the 
curreht $2.30 per hour ($1.95 for 
those |under 18), to $2.65 ($2.25 under 
18) on Jan. 1, 1984. The rate later 
hikes|to $3 ($2.55 under 18) on Oct. 1, 
1984, and finally to $3.35 ($2.85 under 
July 1, 1985, matching the 

federal wage. 
In addition, effective Jan. 1, 1984, 
the ‘lip credit’’ will be further cut to 
recent of the minimum wage 


(currently 50 percent) and on July 1, 
1984, the “tip credit” will be further 
cut to 40 percent of the minimum 
wage. 

‘The overtime provision for 
restaurant and motion picture 
theater employees has been amend- 
ed so that effective Jan. 1, 1984, over- 
time pay will be due after 43 hours 
are worked in a week (currently 46 
hours), This threshold drops to 40 
hours on July 1, 1984.

SPRINGFIELD — State income 
tax refunds to individuals, which 
for years averaged about $40, rose 
to nearly $70 with last year’s taxes 
and probably will increase anoth- 
er $10 or more next year, revenue 
department officials say. 

Helen Adorjan, information offi- 
cer for the department, said the 
state refunded $193.7 million to in- 
dividuals for returns filed by last 
April 15, up by $40 million from 
the $154.7 million in individual re- 
funds the previous year. 

The average individual refund 
on ’82 returns was $57.06, she said, 
reflecting the start of a trend 
toward higher individual refunds, 
largely because of a five percent 
“marriage penaity” deducation 
and the appearance of the de- 
layed-tax Individual Retirement 
Accounts. The individual refunds 
rose to $69.96 for ’83 returns, as 
the “marriage penalty” deduca- 
tion went from 5 percent to its 
final 19 percent, and increased in- 
vestments in IRA’s were reflected. 
‘The deductions reduced gross in- 
come totals on which the state in- 
come tax is figured.

ment officials expect refunds to 
rise an average of $10 or more, 
Adorjan said, because of new tax- 
ing procedures which will allow 
taxpayers to deduct property 
taxes they pay on their personal 
residences. 

Though cash flow problems last 
year slowed refunds to businesses, 
which tend to get larger refund 
checks, most individual refunds 
went out on schedule, Adorjan 
said. 

The overall refund picture was 
further confused this year, she 
said, by the one-time inclusion of 
unitary ‘tax refunds which ac- 
counted for $68.5 million, in-addi- 
tion to $97.4 million in other busi- 
ness refunds. 


Approximately 60 percent of in- 
dividuals filing taxes by last April 
15 received refunds, she said — 
2,067,000 out of 4,587,000 individual 
returns. ] 

Next year’s state income tax 
forms, she said, for the first time 
will be two page documents and 
will include three boxes for volun- 
tary “check offs” of refund 
amounts for various purposes.

‘The first day-long conference at 
the Executive Mansion wiil center 
on areas such as employment and 
training of racial minorities, 
economic development, affirmative 
action, housing and youth and 
education, said Thompson, who is 
hosting the conference. 


Representatives from major civil 
rights) and community-based 
organizations have been invited to 
attend the meeting, he said, and will 
work in five separate panels that 
will focus on human rights topics in 
an effort to draft recommendations 
for the governor’s review and for 
study by human rights activists in Il- 
linois. 

The governor said that two other 
conferences are being planned and 
will be aimed at women’s rights and 
discussion of the rights of the ethnic 
population in the state, the han- 
dicapped and the elderly. Dates and 
locations for those meetings are to 
be determined.

A. This is normal practice for 
employers, particularly if their 
payroll is on a computer system 
However, it is possible to avoid 
having taxes withheld next year if 
your daughter works again, and 
does not expect to earn enough 
to be liable for taxes. In order to 
avoid withholding, she should 
claim exempt status on the W-4 
Employee's Withholding 
Allowance Certificate which she 
must file with her employer. She 
will qualify for the exemption if 
she expects no tax liability this 
year, and had none last year.

QUINCY — Granite City High 
School basketball coach Don Deter- 
ding had a bad taste in his mouth 
Saturday after the Warriors dropped 
their third game at the Quincy 
anenkaetying Tournament ‘Satur- 


y. 

Deterding knew the Warriors 
could have had a 2-1 record after the 
tournament instead of a 0-3 record. 
It was simply a matter of mistakes 
— missed free throws, bad passes 
and bad floor play — that made the 
difference between 2-1 and 0-3. 

The Warriors were only really out 
of one game, Thursday’s opening 
game with Gordon Tech (Chicago).

Beginning Thursday, Dec. 1, local 
representatives of the U.S. Bureau 
of the Census will visit selected 
households in the area to conduct the 
new Survey of Income and Program 
Participation (SIPP), Marvin L. 
Postma, director of the bureau's 
regional office in Kansas City, has 
announced. 

The SIPP program is being con- 
ducted in response to the need for 
better information on the economic 
well-being of the U.S. population. In- 
formation collected will be used to 
determine how selected government 
programs are working, and help 
policy makers to consider what 
changes are needed to make pro- 
grams more effective.

Illinois hospitals 
propose price 
competition 


Illinois hospitals last week propos- 
ed creating a new system of health 
care delivery in the state to stem ris- 
ing costs and allow hospitals to 
“compete as businesses do” for 
their patients. 

‘A proposed Illinois Health Finance 
and Fiscal Equity Act was presented 
before the Illinois Senate Select 
Committee on Hospital Cost Con- 
tainment at a public hearing in 
Chicago. 

‘The three-year plan would cap 
hospital costs by setting limits in ad- 
vance on the average amount 
hospitals can charge. The proposal 
also would encourage employers 
and health insurers to negotiate 
group discounts with hospitals for 
their workers and beneficiaries. 

“The system is predictable, ad- 
ministratively simple and, for the 
first time, gives hospitals incentives 
to compete for patients by providing 
the best possible service at the best 
price,” said Illinois Hospital 
Association (IHS) Chairman John 
G. King, president of the 
Evangelical Health Systems in Oak 
Brook. 

The proposal also would stop in- 
creases in hospital cost-shifting, 
King said, where the unpaid costs of 
government-purchased health care 
for the poor and elderly are passed 
on to private paying or insured pa- 
tients. 

He called the plan ‘‘a giant step 
forward for the hospital industry in 
responding to public concern over 
health care costs.”’ 

Specifically, the hospital industry 
proposal would create the Illinois 
Health Finance and Fiscal Equity 
Commission to study the most effec- 
tive ways of stabilizing health care 
costs in this state. Based on its fin- 
dings, the commission would make 
recommendations to the Illinois 
General Assembly by Dec. 31, 1986. 

In the meantime, hospitals would 
be paid according to predetermined 
average charges for each inpatient. 
The charge cap would be adjusted 
yearly to ensure that the rate of in- 
crease in hospital costs only reflects 
the rate of inflation in the costs of 
goods and services hospitals buy. 

Hospitals whose charges exceed 
the cap would lose the excess 
revenue by facing a lower cap in the 
next year. 

‘They would be phased into the new 
system six months after the end of 

their most recent fiscal year, begin- 
ning Oct. 1, 1984. The system would 
not include elderly patients treated 
under the federal government's 
Medicare program and wauld give a 
discounted rate to public aid pa- 
tients under the state’s Medicaid 
program. 

“This plan is based on positive in- 
centives,” said IHA President Ken- 
neth C. Robbins, ‘incentives which 
motivate hospitals, physicins, in- 
surers, government and consumers 
to become more cost-conscious when 
using the state’s health care 
resources. 

“Precisely because those incen- 
tives are positive rather than 
punitive this plan also would ensure 
that the current quality of health 
care services in Illinois is not jeopar- 
dized. 

“Rather than forcing hospitals to 
cut services or lay off employees, 
this system encourges hospitals to 
find the most cost-efficient ways of 
treating the most patients.”’

ty as a whole. 

‘Although this problem relates to 
the entire spectrum of K-12 mathe- 


matics education, and opinions vary 
on when or what grade levels this 
problem is acute, there exists some 
consensus that the intermediate 
grade levels are a crucial stage in a 
child’s development of math skills. 

In addition to the National 
evidence, local councils have been 
assessing the state of the art of math 
instruction and student achievement 
in school districts within the Area V 
Educational Service Region ter- 
ritory. It was the concensus of the 
local councils that there existed a 
need for reform in mathematics in- 
struction 

In an effort to meet this need, Area 
\y Educational Service Region 
superintendants cooperativeley sub- 
mitted a proposal for the South-> 
western Illinois Math Project 
‘Teachers will be representing their 


regions, including Harold “Gebe”’ 
Briggs from Madison County The 
project has been funded by Chapter 
TI of the Education Consolidation 
and Improvement Act through the 
Minois State Board of Education. 

The overall goal of the South- 
western Illinois Math Project is to 
provide a foundation for a long 
range solution ot the problem of 
declining mathematical skills by im- 
plementing a proven model math 
program. This program was 
developed and validated at Grant 
School in Fairview Heights, by An- 
drew White. This program is an in- 
dividualized, student involvement 
model which really ‘turns kids on to 
math.” 

It is anticipated that improvement 
in instructional skills and an in- 
creased interest in mathematics by 


teachers will results in improved 
student mathematical skills and 
achievement test scores. The main 
comonents of this model are: 
mastery learning, classroom 
management, and a ‘Tools of 
Trade’? component which in- 
corporates microcomputers, 
caiculators and other available 
resources. 


Another objective concerns the 
organization of a math council in 
each educational service region in 
‘Area V. This cadre of key teachers 
will have as its purpose the 
perpetuation of quality math in- 
struction through the continuation of 
the goals and the objectives of the 
Southwestern Illinois Math Project.

cial forecasts for 1984 

More than half of those present, 94 
percent, said current economic ex- 
pansion would continue throu; ih 
1985. Less than a third, or 28 percent, 
said economic expansion would last 
only until sometime in 1984 | 

In terms of inflation, 39 perceft 
projected that the rate during the 
first three quarters of 1984 would be 
between four and five percent, while 
38 percent predicted it would Sake 
between five and six percent. f 

Fifty-three percent said that 
unemployment would stand between 
seven and eight percent at this time 
next year. 

‘By mid-1984, 50 percent of the 
bankers expect loan demand to show 
significant strength. Thirty-six per- 
cent said loan demand would show - 
strength after the election in 
November, 1984. 

Forty-six percent gave Pres. 
Reagan an excellent rating in 
decisiveness and strong leadership, 
and 41 percent said he had a fair 
record in reducing government 
Spending. 

More than half of the bankers pre- 
sent gave Pres. Reagan a good 
rating in both general handling of 
the economy (58 percent) and inter- 
national relations (53 percent). 

When asked their preference for 





the Democratic presidential can- 
didate, 46 percent opted for John 
Glenn. Second choice was Walter 
Mondale, with 16 percent of the vote. 

On other matters, 48 percent of the 
bankers said the prime rate would 
be 10-11.5 percent at this point in 
1984. Thirty-six percent said it would 
be 11.5-13 percent. 

Fifty-three percent projected that 
a year from .now the Dow Jones 
would be between 1300 and 1500. It is 
currently at 1280. 

Regarding housing starts in 1984, 
52 percent said they would be up 
from 1983 and 41 percent projected 
that they would be about the same as 
in 1983 

Forty-four percent of the bankers 
present chose earnings as the most 
important area of concern at the 
present time. Other choices were 
deregulation, new forms of competi- 
tion, condition of the world economy 
and loan quality. 

Forty-eight percent predicted that 
bank earnings in 1984 would be up 
slightly over 1983; 22 percent said 
they would be about the same as in 
1983; and 15 percent said they would 
be down slightly.

| Madison County Sewer 
Board refuses Rieckmann 


Members of the Madison County 
Board’s special sanitary sewer com- 
mittee refused a plan Wednesday 
night which would have allowed 
Rieckmann enterprises, a trucking 
company, to build a sanitary sewer 
extension to serve the company. 

The board had put the plan on hold 
two weeks earlier, while the truck- 
ing company attempted to work out 
a “deal”. with a neighboring party 
who might be interested in hooking 
to the proposed sewer line. 

The company, which is located 
north of West Chain of Rocks road 
and west of Route 3, said it would 
bear the cost of the extension line, 
some® $11,700, in return for being

line. 

However, Sewer Committee 
Chairman Morris Miles said he feels 
the board might get into legal battles 
later on, if the board is not given 
ownership of the line. “I want the 
man (Rieckmann) to have a sewer, 
but I don’t want him to have owner- 
ship of the pipe, because then he can 
block other ple from hooking up 
(tote in the future) if he chooses,” he 
said.

“Whereas, major winter storms 
strand large numbers of people and 
bring .an ‘interruption of medical, 
fire}, police, mail, power and 
communications services as well as’ 
close schools and businesses 
resulting in lost revenues; and 

‘“Whereas, the holiday season is a 


wo period of increased travel and high 


probability for severe winter 
weather; and 

“Whereas, the Illinois Emergency 
Services and Disaster Agency, the 
INinois Department of Energy and 
Natural Resources, the National 
Weather Service and numerous 
other \state, federal and private 
agencies are attempting to inform 
and educate the public on protective 
measures that should be taken to 
prepare’ for the 1983-84 winter 
season;.and 

“Whereas, by taking reasonable 
precautions, the residents of Granite 
City can reduce the loss of life and 
property, plus decrease the adverse 
effects of winter on our energy 
resources and our economy; 

“Therefore, I, Paul. Schuler, 
Mayor of Granite City, proclaim 
Nov. 27-Dec. 3, ‘‘Winter Storm Pre- 
paredness Week”’ in Granite City. 

Koenig advises local residents to 
take time now to: 

Ensure .that battery-operated 
equipment is fully operational and 
purchase extra batteries for radios 
and flashlights if necessary. 

‘Check your supply of heating fuel. 
Steps could be taken now to “top off” 
your tank if your home or business 
uses stored fuel. 

Make sure that an adequate food 
supply is present. Canned and non- 
perishable goods are excellent, 
Koenig said. If you have a camping 
cook stove, check.to see that it’s in 
wegking order and an adequate sup- 
ply of fuel is on hand. It may come in 
handy, the director noted. 


Doug Niles, representative of 
Rieckmann Enterprises, argued 
that only one other party is in the 
area and that this person had been 
asked to hook on. ‘And even this 
man wouldn’t be blocked off, 
because he could go to the manhole 
on the other side of the highway,” he 
said, ‘‘We asked this man to help 
defray some of our costs. We made 
him a fair deal, but he refused to go 
along with it.” 

Board Attorney Irvin C. Slate Jr. 
said the board could not allow 
Rieckmann Enterprises to retain 
ownership of the line after it had 
been built, because the board had 
trouble in the past with “‘people try- 
ing to collect fees.”” 

In other business, the board ap- 
proved the purchase of a device to 
measure the gas and types of gases 
that may be.in a sewer line. The 
device, recommended by Sewer 
Superintendent Gene Futch, meets 
state requirements and has a visual 
and audible alarm. The cost of the 
device is $1,990. 

‘Also at the meeting, the board ap- 
proved a letter, drafted by Slate, to 


A well insulated home or business 
that is free of air leaks not only 
saves money in heating bills, but 
also hélps to keep you warm. longer 
in the event of a power failure.

You should, however, carry a cur- 
rent highway map with you to plot 
an alternate course if your primary 
route is closed.

Street collections to change

The familiar roadblocks local 
organizations use to collect dona- 
tions now will be subjected 
themselves to a legal checkpoint, of 
sorts. 

‘The Granite City Council voted 12- 
1 to impose a list of rules charitable 
groups must follow when members 
approach motorists at intersections. 
‘The new law is intended to bring the 
city in compliance with a similar 
state law. 

AMONG THE regulations will be 
mandatory liability insurance of at 
least $500,000 to protect both the city 
and the solicitors. The required 
coverage could cost as much as $100 
aday 

Donald K. Jaffke, vice president of 
Froemling Insurance, said the $100 
figure seems a fair estimate. He sug- 
gested one alternative might be for. 
organizations presently covered by 
liability insurance to have the solici- 
tation coverage tagged onto current 
policies. By combining the two 
policies, the one-day coverage could 
be much less than the $100 amount, 
he said. 


Sixth Ward Alderman Stephen 
Saltich, a member of the Knights of 
Columbus, said that organization 
already is required by its state office 
to take out insurance coverage prior 
to its annual fund drive to aid retard- 
ed citizens. . 

SALTICH IS unaware of any local 
organizations that would be adverse- 
ly affected by the new law. Fellow 
Sixth Ward Alderman Woodrow 
Moad, however, voting against the 
measure, calling it too stringent. He 
is concerned the regulations could 
be expensive or difficult for some 
groups to follow. 

Other requirements will be the 
wearing of high-visibility vests 
within a solicitation area clearly 
marked with either safety cones or 
barricades with reflective tape. 
Those manning the intersections 
must be at least 16 years old. 

Organizations will have to notify 
the city 30 days in advance of their 
intersection collections and must ob- 
tain a permit from the city clerk. 
The right to collect at intersections 
will be limited to charitable organi- 
zations registered with the state and 
that have a local chapter in Granite 


City. 

ACCORDING TO City Attorney 
John Papa, the city regulations are 
modeled after a state law, which 
prohibits soliciting in traffic lanes, 
except under certain regulated cir . 
cumstances. Under home . rule= 
authority, the city’s law is somewhat - 
more liberal than the state’s one, 
Papa said. 

Robert Bell, former president of © 
Local 253, International Association 
of Firefighters, said union members ; 
stopped their annua} drivé’ for the 
Muscular Dystrophy Association 
about two years ago, when the state i 
Jaw went into effect. ‘ 

The Granite City Council had 
regularly approved solicitations at 
intersections in the past, and as late 
as last Tuesday night approved Pro- - 
ject Help’s request to block seven ci- | 
ty streets for a fund drive conducted 
last weekend. 

When Fifth Ward Alderman Jake 
Varadian asked Attorney Papa if the 
city would be in violation of state law 
if it did not approve:the solicitation 
ordinance, he said the people block- - 
ing the intersections, and not the ci- 
ty, would be breaking the law.

$75 million job training 
program for vets approved | 


President Reagan has _ signed 
legislation appropriating $75 million 
in support of a job training program 
to aid unemployed Vietnam Era and 
Korean Conflict veterans. 

Congress authorized the funds this 
month to provide financial incen- 
tives to employers to hire and train 
veterans. Congress is considering an 
additional $75 million in funding for 
the first year of the two-year pro- 
gram. 

“This is a major undertaking and 
it underscores the nation’s special 
commitment to those who have serv- 
ed in the military,’* Administrator of 
Veterans Affairs Harry N. Walters 
said. 

The joint Labor Department 
Veterans Administration effort will 
be administered by the VA. The pro- 
gram will fund 50 percent of the star- 
ting hourly wages up to $10,000 for 
veterans to provide a maximum of 


Bills signed to reduce 
overcrowding in prisons 


Governor James R. Thompson 
signed a bill last week that removes 
the 50-square-foot per-person 
minimum requirement for state 
prisons cells and requires the 
Department of Corrections to sub- 
mit quarterly reports to the General 
Assembly on the state’s prison con- 
dition. 

“This is a key bill in our effort to 
solve the state’s prison over- 
crowding problems. Most of the 
legislation needed for confronting 
this critical situation was approved 
by the General Assembly earlier this 
month and many of those measures 
have been signed by me,”’ the gover- 
nor said. 

“Today's action will give correc- 
tioris officials considerably more 
flexibility at some of the newer or 
remodeled prisons in Illinois, 
primarily at the Graham Correc- 
tional Center in Hillsboro and the 
Centralia Correctional Center, 
facilities that are now ovecrowed- 
ed,”’ he said. 

Thompson, in signing Senate Bill 
546, pointed out that double celling 
currently is used in Illinois 
maximum-security prisons at Pon- 
tiac, Menard and Statesville. 

‘Among the corrections bills ap- 
proved by the Legislature, the 


governor so far has approved a $57 
million plan to expand the state’s 
prison system. Contained in that 
plan are two modular prisons in Lin- 
coln and Jacksonville, preliminary 
steps for a 750-bed permanent facili- 
ty at a location to be announced and 
more work camp and work release 
centers. 

It also contains funding for a 
revamped statewide probation 
system. The bill outlining the 
changes in the probation system has 
yet to be acted on by the governor. 

Included in the signed legislation 
was a provision calling for reports to 
the General Assembly from the Cor- 
rections Department detailing the 
number of prisoners in the state’s 
prisons, the crime for which they've 
been convicted and the length of 
their prison term. The reports are to 
be made every Jan. 1, April 1, July 1 
and Oct.1 

The governor, under SB 546, also 
will be required to give legislative 
leaders “prior timely notice’ on the 
selection of construction sites for ad- 
ditional correctional facilities. 

Other provisions of the bill will 
allow the corrections director to 
serve on the Criminal Sentencing 
Commission as an ex-officio, non- 
voting mgmber.

heat. It goes up as utility rates rise, 
making the state a partner with 
ulllities” in raiding consumers’ 
pocketbooks for ever-increasing 
amounts of money as inflation oc- 
curs. 
‘The proponents speculate that, if 
‘the tax dropped to 2% percent, big 
~gompanies could be forced to make 
‘up the funds lost to the state. 
‘The legislation was developed by 
{the Coalition for Political Honesty. 
‘Patrick Quinn of the Coalition says 
‘$300 million in tax relief could be 
Achieved by ‘‘closing three 
joopholes.” 
+--He wants the state to end its con- 
formity with the federal government 
“‘omaccelerated depreciation of cor- 
porate investments. He opposes a 
‘state ban on unitary taxation of 
multinational firms, and he is 
against an investment tax credit 
which he says obligates local-level 
governments to pay for the first half

Efforts are being made to get the 
< utility. tax proposal on ballots 
statewide. Quinn thinks that, if 
voters made their wishes known, 
‘ legislators would be ‘duty bound” to 
cut the tax.

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Illinois mine workers and the Il- 
linois Public Action Council endors- 
ed Cong. Paul Simon during the 
weekend for the Democratic U.S. 
Senate nomination but the Illinois 
Democratic Central Committee on 
Monday decided to back Ill. Senate 
Pres. Philip J. Rock for the U.S. 
Senate post. 

Rock professed to see deep 
statewide support for his candidacy 
and ca¥ed the endorsement “‘signifi- 
cant.” 

Simon will run without the en- 
dorsement, as will Alex Seith, a 
previous senatorial nominee, and 
State Comptroller Roland Burris. 
There were 14 committee votes for 
Rock, five for Simon and three for 
Burris. 

Rock, of Oak Park, said he would 
have withdrawn from the race if not 
endorsed. He heads the state party 
committee and predicted that its en- 
dorsement will result in victory for 
him in the March 20 primary. But 
Simon has led preferential polls and 
Burris also scores higher than Rock 
in various polls. 

James D. Holloway, state central 
committeeman from Simon’s 22nd 
Congressional District, supported 
Sen. Rock. 

Bruce Cook of Belleville, the local 
district’s state committeeman, 
backed Cong. Simon and said the 
party panel seems “‘bent on self-de- 
struction.”” He said Rock runs last in 
surveys pairing potential 
Democratic candidates with each 
other and with the incumbent U.S. 
Senator, Charles H. Percy, a 
Republican. 
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Simon told the committee, ‘‘Every 
poll has shown me to be the 
strongest candidate. In my opinion, 
a party that does not put forth its 
strongest candidate undermines its 
own credibilify.”” 

He formerly represented the 
Granite City-Madison-Venice area 
in the state legislature, and is a 
former lieutenant governor of Il- 
linois. 

Simon commented to committee 
members, “Some of you have ex- 
plained to me you are not free 
agents, that you have certain obliga- 
tions. I will welcome your support in 
April” (after winning the primary). 

‘Seith dropped his request for sup- 
port prior to Monday’s vote and call- 
ed for an open primary.
